A QUESTION which is con 


stantly asked by residents and 
businessmen 
of Dixon 
is 


"Why are the fire insurance 
costs so high?" Another 
"How are the rates deter 
mined?" 


Let us answer the second ques- 


tion first. 
THE FIRE insurance premiums 


are fixed by the Illinois Inspection 
bureau for all communities of the 
size of Dixon and are based upon 
the reports of the inspection en- 
gineers of the .bureau. 


They include the manufacturing 


and business buildings, type of con 
struction' and contents; 
location 


and exposure to fire from the out' 
side; residence districts with gen- 
eral types of construction and the 
density of buildings in any area; 
average height of buildings; types 
and condition of street paving; 
water supply and mains; record of 
annual fire damage to buildings 
and contents and average loss per 
building fire. 


Then there Is a report on the 


fire department, which • includes 
the number of pumper and lad- 
der companies, number of men 
on duty, condition of apparatus 
and equipment, department or- 
ganization and training, and rec- 
ords maintained. 
* * * 


FROM THE results of this in- 


spection the city is placed in the 
appropriate classification of risk, 
of which there are seven in Illinois 
lor cities and three for'areas other 
than cities. Each classification car- 
ries a fixed rate for insurance 
within its boundaries according to 
the risk involved. . 


Glass 1 has the lowest rates 


and class eight the highest. 
DIXON IS in Class 7—rated the 


same risk as villages such as 
Franklin Grove, and paying the 
same rates. 


Now to answer question No. 1, 


"Why?" 
ACCORDING TO the formula 


laid down in the Handbook of Fire 
Protection, a city of the size of 
Dixon should have three pumpers 
and one ladder truck. Because 
there are more than five buildings 
in the city, three stories or more in 
height, this ladder truck should be 
an aerial truck. 


The pumpers should each re- 


spond to alarms with at least 
five men and the ladder truck 
with at least six men. This is 
according to the grading sched- 
ule of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters.

IN THE last report of Inspection 


by the Illinois Inspection bureau, 
the 
following recommendations 


were made: 


Add sufficient men to the de- 


partment so that at least six men 
will be on duty with each piece of 
apparatus at all times, or add at 
least 12 volunteers to the pres- 
ent strength of the department. 
APPOINT AND train sufficient 


company officers and pump oper- 
ators so that at least one will be on 
duty with ea'ch piece of apparatus 
at all times. 


Provide another pumper and 


aerial ladder truck with salvage 
equipment, powerful stream 
equipment, emergency tools and 
lighting equipment and all small 
tools necessary' for proper fire 
service. -Provide a foam gener- 
ator, additional distributing noz- 
zle, deluge set with tips up to 2 
inches in size, a cellar pipe, addi- 
tional masks and other small 
equipment. 
CONDUCT REGULAR drills for 


all members of the fire depart- 
ment. Thes'e should include all 
maneuvers with apparatus, ladders 
and hose and should be under a 
competent instructor. 


First alarm response to all 


m e r c a n t i l e , 
manufacturing, 


school and public building dis- 
tricts should include a 1,000 gal- 
Ion per minute pumper and the 
recommended ladder truck, and 
to other districts two pumpers. 
COMPILE COMPLETE regula- 


tions for the administration and 
operation of the fire department to 
be distributed to all members and 
enforced by the chief. 


Set up and maintain complete 


records required for proper oper- 
ation. 
EXACT AND enforce a building

Say Soviets 
Mark Them 
For Death 


Refugees Declare 
Communists Warn 
Of Land Seizure 


BERLIN— UP)— Four hun- 


dred East German farmers 
fled Tuesday night to West 
Berlin and told refugee offi- 
cials today the Communist 
plan for a "death zone" 
around the city is nearing 
reality. 


Most of the farmers said they 


had been warned that they would 
be forcibly evacuated to the deep 
interior of the Russian zone and 
their lands confiscated. 


Come From Outskirts 


The group was largely made up 


of men who have been tilling land 
near the outskirts of West Berlin 
on farms which have been in their 
families for generations. 
, 


The so-called death zone prepa- 


rations started 
several months 


ago. Communist police indicated 
they intended to seal off an area 
one kilometer five eighths of a 
mile deep on the 70 - mile West 
Berlin border. 


Death If Caught 


To be caught in this area with- 


out specific permission c o u l d 
mean abrupt death from the guns 
of the Soviet-trained border police. 


A similar death zone was built 


by the Communists on the zonal 
frontier in Midwest Germany after 
the Bonn republic approved the 
European defense treaty last sum- 
mer. 


ICC Discloses 
Rise Sought in 
Postal Rates 


WASHINGTON <£) — The Inter- 


state Commerce Commission today 
disclosed a petition from the Post- 
office department .for a new in- 
crease in parcel post rates aver- 
aging close to 35 per cent. 


The petition was filed by Jesse 


M. Donaldson, who went out of of- 
fice as postmaster general at noon 
Tuesday. Dated Jan. 15, the plea 
for higher rates was one of his last 
official acts. 


Postal officials estimated that 


the proposed hike would raise in- 
come from parcel post service by 
about 130 million dollars a year. 


The rates were last raised an 


average of 25 per cent on Oct. 1, 
1951. This increased parcel post 
-evenues by about 100 million dol- 
ars a year.

the engineer got out and fixed the 
brake by hand. 


Sen. Tobey (R-NH) remarked 


that "someone must have tamper- 
ed with the air brakes" before the 
train, the Federal Express, left 
Boston. He asked Schroeder if that 
were not correct. . 


"It 
seems 
v e r y plausible," 


Schroeder replied. 


Tobey is chairman of the Senate 


Commerce Committee, which open- 
ed public hearings today in an 
effort to determine the cause of 
the accident. 


More than 50 persons were in 


jured in the accident, several of 
them critically, when the crack 
passenger train smashed through 
a stop-block and broke through,the 
floor of the station's concourse. 


H. W. Brower of Philadelphia, 


the engineer of the ill-fated train, 
was the first witness. 


Tobey said he had heard that 


someone said the train was going 
SO miles an hour after it passed 
the cdhtrol "tower rc'onaingf~iillo" the 
railroad yard here. 


Brower didn't argue with that, 


but he said the train was going 
"40 anyway." And he added that, 
without air to apply his brakes, he 
felt as though he was going faster 
all the time. 


The train blared a warning that

325 Rioting Convicts Defy 
Ultimatums to Surrender

BELLEFONTE, Pa.—UP)—Shouting defiance, some-325 


convicts again spurned surrender ultimatums today in their 
barricaded cellblock at the Rockview State penitentiary and 
refused to release six^ guards held as hostages until their 
'gripes" are honored.* 


It was the third day of their 


surprise' insurrection. 
Tuesday 


night 400 of Rockview's prisoners 
capitulated to a demand by Gov. 
John S. Fine who warned that ad- 
ditional jail sentences would be 
*iven to every man who con- 
inues to defy authority. 


The 
newest rejection of the 


state's efforts to bring peace to 
he prison came in a yelling ex- 
change between Deputy Attorney 
General Edward Friedman, stand- 
ng on the ground outside cell- 
block "A" and the convict leader 
who peered out barred windows 30 
feet above. 


Friedman sought to negotiate a 


surrender of the- convict rebels 
who launched the rioting Monday 
night. During the course of the 
rioting hundreds of 
mattresses 


lave been burned, and plumbing 
and 
other' fixtures have 
been 


ripped off walls and thrown out 
cell windows. 


Friedman said 
the 
convicts 


must first release the hostages 
and throw out seven guns before 
a settlement would be discussed. 


At the same time, the first di- 


rect word came from the hostages 
who have been held in the barri- 
caded cellblock 
since the 


riot broke out. By permission of 
he convicts, Melvin Williams, one 
of th« guardft, came to a window 
and mid: 


•"Tell them (the families) we are 


well treated. 
We are okay. No 


one has forced me to say any- 
thing. Come to a decision and give 
these men a fair hearing." 


Friedman 
told the 
prisoners: 


"You, have a cnance now for a 
comp'lete hearing of your gripes. 
Release those guards and throw 
out the guns." 


"How about our 12 demands," 


one shouted back, referring to the 
convicts" complaints, among oth- 
er things, about prison food and 
the state's parole system. 


Friedman said be couldn't 'go 


• into that now. 


"If you have no authority to 


answer questions, you have no au- 
thority to make a settlement," one 
of the convicts replied. 


The prisoners who gave in to an 


ultimatum by Gov. John S. Fine 
Tuesday night make up the 400- 
odd convicts in two other cell 
blocks which joined the riot after 
the first outbreak. 


They held no hostages and were 


not armed, but burned mattresses 
and other articles causing damage 
estimated by prison officials as 
running into the thousands of dol- 
lars. 


Their surrender came two hours 


afler the main cell block group 
shouted a defiant "No" to Fine's 
ultimatum and 
fired 
two shots 


while dousing the electric lights in 
the block.

Roger Lee Brodie Dies; 
Had Amazed Medic World 


CHICAGO—CP)—Tiny Roger Lee Brodie, Siamese twin 


who for 34 days amazed the medical world by surviving a 
head-to-head surgical separation, died Tuesday night. 


The 16-month-old boy had been 


in a1"deep coma since~the history- 
making operation Dec. 17. His 
brain circulation was impaired and 
his condition had been listed "very 
precarious" since the separation 
from his brother Rodney Dee. 


Attending physicians had ex- 


pressed amazement that he sur- 
vived the 12 hour and 40 minute 
operation. 


The surgery on the twins, who 


were born joined at the top of their 
heads, was the first time in medi 
cal history the patients had sur- 
vived such an operation. 


Condition Still Critical 


Rodney, since the separation, 


has undergone two plastic proce 
dures to put skin over his brain. He 
has shown some signs he is on the 
road to recovery. However, he 
must undergo further surgery and 
his condition still is regarded as 
critical. 


"Roger's death was not an un- 


expected development by a n y 
means," said a spokesman at the 
Neuro-Psychiatric hospital of the 
University of Illinois. 


The spokesman said attending 


physicians had explained several 
times that Roger's chances of re- 
covering consciousness were "vir- 
tually nonexistent." 


Although surgeons expressed the 


view that Roger's death was due 
to a multipilicity of factors, they 
planned an autopsy today to learn 
the exact cause. 


Funeral plans still were incom- 


plete. 


Survival of Fittest 


"The child had received minute- 


to-minule care since the opera- 
tion," he said. "Feeding through 
the nose tube continued on a half- 
lour schedule until a few minutes 
Before he died. 
< 


"His condition had 
gradually 


worsened, almost imperceptibly. 
There was a definite indication of 
sinking during the day, a gradual- 
ly slowing pulse rate." 


It was during the twins' separa- 


tion that surgeons discovered there 
was only one superior sagittal 
sinus, the main passageway or 
vein draining blood back from 
both brains. Because Rodney was 
holding up much better during the 
marathon operation and surgery 
in his favor could be more easily 
performed, he was favored for 
"survival of the fittest" by the 
surgeons. They gave the sagiual 
sinus ami most of the brain cover- 
ng to Rodney and took the bigger 
chance on Roger's survival. 


Parents Informed 


Parents of the twins, Mr. and 


Mrs. Royt Brodie, were informed 
of Roger's death late Tuesday 
night through a relative as they 
have no telephone in their farm 
lome near Moline., III. 


The twins' parent* hnd been at 


Ihe hospital throughout the Dec. 17 
opcialion and had remained with 
the Infanta until after Christmas.

Weekly News 
Conferences

conferences

James Hagerty, press secretary,

Owner Duped*

West Third street citizens 


complained last night at a reg- 
ular meeting of the Dixon city 
council of a trailer park being 
formed in their district. 


This came as the second com- 


plaint in two weeks against the 
building of a trailer, court by Hugh 
Garrison, 1918 Third st. 


Spokesman for neighbors in that

were duped into allowing the block 
owned by Garrison to be zoned as 
commercial. 


According to Gordon, Garrison 


circulated • a petition to have his 
property rezoned from residential 
to commercial so that he could 
construct a vegetable stand on the, 
site for-the sale of produce grown 
on the surrounding lot. 


The neighbors signed a blanket 


petition in a unanimous approval 
to have the Garrison lot rezoned, 
members of the city council con- 
firmed. 


But Garrison is not using his 


commercial authorization for a 
vegetable stand, complained Gor 
don. He's turning the'land into a 
trailer' park.'

Gordon demanded .that the coun- 


cil " take action against Garrison 
by-e'itHer"1 TriaTS-j^hTm; close'We" 
trailer court or by haying him con- 
form slriclty to the city ordinance 
pertaining to the construction of 
such parks.* 


Gordon further contended that 


the Garrison lot was in, a run- 
down condition and that the court 
threatened property values in that 
area. 


This was the second consecutive 


meeting Gordon attended to voice 
his disapproval of. Garrison's ac- 
tion. Last week, he demanded that 
the city make an inspection of the 
camp to see the poor conditions 
existing. 


According to Commisioner C. L. 


Ballard, public health and safety, 
that inspection was made during 
the week. 


Dr. J. B. Werren and City Fire 


Chief Gail Keyser made the in- 
spection on behalf of the city 
council and reported that both fire 
and health conditions at the camp 
were in satisfactory condition. 


However, Ballard said that the 


camp, as it is now. does not con- 
form to the strict codes of the 
city on trailer camps. 


Under the city ordinance, there 


are approximately nine pages of 
rules and regulations which trail- 
er-camp proprietors are obliged to 
follow. 


These regulations are far more 


stringent than any of the nation- 
ally approved stipulations of the

Finnegan had become a victim 


of 
too many horror stories in 


comic books and on. the screen, 
the minister said. 


And, he's also the subject of poor 


supervision on the part of his par- 
ents, the Rev, Jones added. 


According to the victim's falher, 


punishment should be. determined 
by the element of intent involved 
in * crime. 


"Jimmy did nut intend to *u.b 


Larry." he said. 


He thrust the knife in Larry be- 


cause in his mind he was enact- 
ing a drama portrayed in the long 
series of comic books and horror 
films he had seen, the Rev. Jones 
contended. 


When Jimmy came out of the 


library and saw Larry playing war 
with other newsboys, he added, 
Jimmy had no intention of hurt- 
ing anyone.

However, the first lead to their 


eventual confessions came with the 
identification of the revolver as

based largely on the classical economic theories. The debt 
will be reduced, the tax system re-examined, particularly as 
it .affects the ability of business to expand, and everything 
possible done to fight further depreciation of the dollar. And 
here too practical, experienced men will make the policies, and 
there will be little room for the theorists. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. A Wall Street 


Jburnal feature article, signed by Angus Deming, had this to 
say: "A coldy critical scrutiny is in store for the govern- 
ment's $2,000,000,000 farm-price-propping operations . . . 
The probable line of attack: Attempt to improve marketing 
and distribution to suchiar. extent that increased consump- 
tion will take care of most surpluses, thus do away with much 
of the Agriculture Department's expensive price-support 
activities." The idea will be to solve agriculture's problems 
through a business-like approach, with less reliance' on gov- 
ernment and the Treasury.

Science Has Much to Learn 
About Nature of Viruses 


Viruses are no respecters of age, 


but some' viruses certainly attack 
children much more than grown- 
ups. Among the best known of 
such diseases are measles, mumps 
and polio—though all of them may 
attack a susceptible adult. 


It is a little difficult to separate 


the viral diseases of children from 
those of grownups, but in addition 
to those mentioned, there are some 
others. For example, during the 
last few years, many communities 
have been affected with what is 
probably a viral disease, some- 
times called the vomiting sickness, 
and spoken of more sedately by 
medical men as "epidemic vomit- 
ing and diarrhea." 


This condition comes with re- 


niarkable suddenness and after a, 
day or so the children seem to be 
entirely recovered. For this rea- 
son, it has so far been almost im- 
possible to really study this dis- 
order or to find out whether a 
virus is really responsible or not. 


At any rate, those who have had 


it—and I happen to know that it is 
not confined to children—get over 
it promptly and completely with- 
out any after effects. 


There are other curious condi- 


tions which seem to spring up from 
time to time that are equally ob- 
scure as to cause and treatment. 
Sometimes the children or grown- 


ups affected have symptoms simi- 
lar to those of mild influenza or 
"flu." Indeed it is possible that 
such attacks may be caused by the 
same virus which is responsible for 
more typical cases of influenza. 


The past 20 years have yielded 


a great deal of information on 
many of the viral diseases. There 
is, however, a long way still to go. 
JMuch more has to be learned 
about the nature of viruses, the 
differences between the various 
kinds, and the treatment of the 
diseases which they cause. 
MAY CAUSE NO SYMPTOMS 


Probably, viruses are constantly 


in us or upon us, but often lie 
quietly without producing symp- 
toms. There is good reason to be 
lieve that this happens in some 
cases. Then under the stress of 
fever or some other stimulant to 
the virus, they may start producing 
noticeable trouble. 


The vast majority of children 


who are attacked by these vague 
viral infections recover completely 
without any after effects. How 
ever, the doctors would feel much 
better if they knew more definitely 
what is responsible for some of 
these outbreaks and felt more cer- 
tain that they would remain com- 
paratively mild, short and unlikely 
to produce complications.

He was a mem- 
ber of the council then. 


Dixon has a definite need for 


trailer camps, contended Ballard, 
and the ordinance should be modi- 
fied to the nationally accepted 
provision for the parks. 


If the code isn't altered, he 


added, there is no alternative but 
to enforce the law and close Gar- 
rison's trailer court. 


At present. Garrison owns a 


600-foot block subdivided into 50- 
foot lots. He has five trailers on 
two lots. 


According to Dixon law, he must 


pay a yearly $200 license fee to 
operate the court with more than 
one-trailer on each lot. 


He is legally eligible to put one 


trailer on each lot, after conform- 
ing to city rules, at a license fee 
of S2 a lot, said Gerald Jones, city 
attorney. 


Ballard said that Garrison would 


probably win a court battle should 
the city attempt to enforce the 
$200 license fee, which "acts as 
an exhorbitant revenue levy and 
restricts freedom of enterprise." 


Gordon was disturbed because 


Garrison purportedly didn't abide 
by his word when the neighbors 
signed the petition authorizing the 
rezoning. 


Ballard countered by saying that 


he 
advised 
various 
petitioners 


against signing a "blank" petition, 
that when property. was rezoned 
from residential 
to commercial 


there are few limits to the type of 
business that can go on that land. 


Gordon asked whether hev could 


petition to have Garrison's prop- 
erty rezoned back to residential. 
Gerald Jones said that only Gar- 
rison could do that. 


The council took no action on 


Gordon's complaint last night but 
is holding his proposals under .con- 
sideration. 


An airport zoning commission 


resolution was passed at the meet- 
ing naming three Dixon men to 
act on the commission in determ- 
ining zoning provision for the Dix- 
on Municipal airport. 


John Dixon, F, X. Newcomer

Joseph Miller, Jr., . chief aviation 
machinist's. mate, of Long Beach, 
Calif., and Robert F. Hewitt, avia- 
tion structural 
mechanic, 
third 


class, of San Diego. 


They were crew members of a 


Coast Guard Mariner amphibian 
that overturned in heavy seas, 
burned and sank Sunday after 
picking up 11 of 13 Navy airmen 
shot down off Swatow, a Red China 
port, by Communist shore bat- 
teries. 


Vukic told their story at Sang- 


ley Point Naval Base southeast of 
Manila today. All three were bat- 
tered and bruised. 


Scvfri !U<»n Killed 


The other five crewmen of the 


Mariner were killed. Two Navy 
airmen were killed and four are 
missing and presumed dead. 


The other seven were taken to 


Formosa, from where the Coast 
Guardsmen were flown to Manila 
and the seven Navy men to Oki- 
nawa, their home base. 


Vukic said his crew spotted a 


half-inflated, 
half-burned liferatt 


holding the 11 Navy survivors at 
4:20 p.m. Sunday. 


He set the big amphibian down 


on the rough waters while other 
planes circled overhead. 


Knew What It Meant 


"The survivors were so physical- 


ly exhausted they couldn't stand 
up." Vukic said. Hours later Vukic 
knew just what that meant. 


On the takeoff, 
the 
Mariner 


lurched and a wing dipped into the 
sea. 


"My seat broke and that's the 


last thing I remember. The next 
thing I knew I was in the water. 
My left eye was full of blood and 
my right eye was blind." 


Vukic and six other men made 


it to, a liferaft— but couldn't inflate 
it. ' 


The planes overhead 
dropped 


more rafts. Vukic, Miller and Hew- 
itt clambered aboard one. 


"The three of us tried to paddle 


back to the others, but we could 
not make it. We paddled with our 
hands and feet. Finally we got so 
tired we just sat down and lost 
sight of the crew and plane." 


About 9 p.m. they spotted the 


rescue ships. 


The Powell deftly maneuvered 


into position and picked them up. 
Aboard, they found the seven Navy 
men already had been rescued.

Guilty? Jury 
Finds Today 


NEW YORK (IFi— The 13 second- 


string 
Communist leaders who 


have been on trial for eight and 
one-half months on charges of con- 
spiring to teach and advocate over- 
throw of the U.S. government were 
convicted today. 


The jury of six men and six 


women reached a verdict after re- 
ceiving the case last Thursday. 


The jury foreman, Miss Lucille 


Collette, a music teacher, announc- 
ed the verdict after 48 hours of 
deliberations: 


"We find the defendants guiltv 


as charged!" 


They could receive maximum 


sentences ~: rivs yeara in prison 
°zd '^e . of $10,000. 


The defendants, all from the New 


York area and all second-string 
leaders of the. Communist party, 
are: 


Alexander Bittelman, 61; George 


Blake Charney, 46; Elizabeth Gur- 
ley Flynn, 60; Betty Gannett, 44;

Samuel Johnson, 46; Claudia Jones, 
36; Alexander Leo Trachtenberg, 
65; Louis Weinstock, 48; William 
Wolf Weinstone, 53; Pettis Perry, 
54; Jacob Mindel, 71; Albert Fran- 
cis Lannon, 43. 


Judge Edward J. Dimock told 


the jurors the verdict was "amply 
justified by the evidence" and 
thanked them for "the exhibition 
you gave of careful study and the 
knowledge you showed." 


The government claimed the 13 


stepped into the shoes of 11 top 
party leaders who were convicted 
and sentenced to prison on the 
same charges more than three 
years ago. 


The defense argued throughout 


the long, costly trial that the 13 
sought to achieve Communist party 
aims only through peaceful means. 


Not one of the defendants gave 


any outward sign of emotion on 
hearing the verdict. 


Judge Dimock denied pleas for 


bail and ordered all 13 defendants 
kept in the custody of the U. S. 
marshal. He set Jan. 28 as the date 
for sentencing. 


Frank Serri, one of the defense 


lawyers, told the court that within 
a week the defense would seek to 
have the verdict set aside, and, if 
that move failed, would ask for a 
new trial.

Ike's Talk Confirms Internationalist Stand 


Pledges Self to Follow Basic 
Foreign Program of Truman 


By JAMES MARLOW 


• WASHINGTON—WO—It's when he 
delivers his State of the Union mes- 
sage to Congress, probably within 
a couple of weeks, that President 
Eisenhower may give details on 
what he intends to do. 
! His inaugural address Tuesday 
simply outlined his position: He is 
an internationalist. It was reas- 
surance to this country's allies if 
they had any doubt. 


In general he pledged himself to 


follow Truman's basic foreign pro- 
gram. 
• He wants good world trade and 
continued foreign aid for, and co- 
operation with, American allies. 
He's willing to seek disarmament. 
i But Eisenhower indicated he may 
be thinking of plans that go beyond 
Truman's. 
« In one of the paragraphs he said 
it is proper "we assure our friends 
v . . that . . . we ... 
know 


"... the difference . . . between a 
thoughtfully calculated goal and 
spasmodic reaction to the stimulus 
of emergencies." 
" Spasmodic the Truman plan cer- 
tainly was in the beginning of the 
coM war with Russia, although it 
could hardly be called a plan at 
all at that time. 
; Truman said recently his suspi- 
cions of Russia began in earnest 


shortly after the war when Stalin 
wouldn't pull his troops out of Iran. 
Truman decided on a showndown. 
He warned Stalin to get out. Stalin 
did. 


He acted again when the Com- 


munists began to push against 
Greece and Turkey. That time he 
set up a new Monroe Doctrine by 
throwing this country's arm around 
Greece and Turkey and giving 
them aid. 
The Communists lost 


out. 


The Marshall Plan for helping 


Europe recover economically was 
of a longer-range nature. 


Then this country entered into 


the North Atlantic Pact, this coun- 
try's first peacetme military alli- 
ance with Western Europe, and 
gave arms. At the same time the 
U. S. urged its allies to set up a 
European army. 


Then Secretary of State Acheson 


last year said strong armaments 
might be necessary for a genera- 
tion. 


This policy worked out by Tru- 


man and Acheson — surrounding 
Russia with armed strength to dis- 
courage any Russian military ad- 
ventures without starting war with 
Russia — has become known as 
"containment." 


What Eisenhower has in mind be- 


yond this remains to be seen.

Italy Backs 
Government 
Of Anti-Reds 


ROME—<£>—The longest filibuster 


in Italian parliamentary history 
ended early today with a steamroll- 
er vote of confidence in Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi's anti-Commu- 
nist government and approval of 
the election change his regime de- 
manded. 


Certain of defeat, the Commu- 


nists and their Socialist allies fin- 
ally walked out of the parliamen- 
tary chamber after seven weeks of 
debate punctuated by frequent fist- 
fights in Parliament and strikes 
outside. 


The -remaining deputies quickly 


gave the Premier's Christian Dem- 
ocrat Cabinet a 339-25 vote of con- 
fidence. Then they approved, by a 
vote of 332-17, his new election law 
which allots 65 per cent of Parlia- 
ment's seats to any party winning 
51.1 per cent of the vote in next 
spring's general election. It goes 
now to the Senate. 


The deputies had been in session 


for 69 hours when the hoarse, 
bleary-eyed Communists gave up 
and walked out. With the Christian 
Democrats holding 303 of the 570 
seats in the chamber, the Commu- 
nist defeat had been assured.
